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1. Claims 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 USC 112 (2) as being indefinite in the 
recital of non-statutory "use" claims. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the patent to Cooper et al. (EP 0 274 886; see page 2, lines 28-33, 47 and 48 and page 
4, lines 47-49) either alone or in view of either of the patents to Weinstein (USP 
4,912,080; see the Abstract) or Weinstein (USP 4,959,343; see the Abstract). 

Cooper et al. teach a sheet product comprising a paper sheet coated on the front 
with a coating containing pigment and binder and on the back with microencapsulated 
color former. Prior to application of the microencapsulated color former, the paper has a 
Bendtsen porosity of 30 ml/min or more . While this disclosure suggests the claimed 
porosity of "in excess of 100 ml/min", the Weinstein patents teach the advantages of 
employing paper supports coated with microencapsulated color former wherein the 
paper has a Bendtsen porosity in excess of 100 ml/min. Consequently, use of a paper 
substrate having a Bendtsen porosity "in excess of 100 ml/min" in the Cooper et al. 
sheet product would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in this art in the absence 
of unexpected results.
